HAVE DROPPED HARRISON. 


Russell Is Now the Administration 
Candidate, With Whitney Pull- 


ing the Strings. * 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 2.— The atmosphere in 
the neighborhood of Mr. Platt's State 
headquarters at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, 
which was struck with a McKinley frost on 
Wednesday and Thursday when the news 
from Vermont and Illinois Game in on 
Chairman Hackett and his co-servants 
continued in a state of frigidity all day.

Platt was in communication with Senator 
Quay, James S. Clarkson and Joseph H, 
Manley, who were at Washington, and 
claimed to have encouraging messages from 
these gentlemen. He showed a message 
from r. Quay which he interpreted to 
mean that it might be worse for the com- 
bine than ft was and that the opponents of 
McKinley could yet defeat him. It is the 
understanding at headquarters that Mr. 
Platt was arranging a conference to take 

lace here on Sunday, pro at which 
Mr. kson, Mr. Manley 
McKinley workers were to 
be present. The confreres it was said 
would consider the desperate condition of 
things which now confront them. An en- 
tire change of programme was hinted at. 

One of the interesting phases of the Pres- 
idential contest is remarked by some keen 
politicians, that is the dropping out of sight 
since the triumph of McKinley in Illinois 
of the plan to bri President Harrison 
into the arena and try to concentrate 
the opposition to McKinley on the former 
President. Neither Piatt nor acy has 
taken kindly to the scheme, and it is said 
that its demise was dict deeply mourned by 
Messrs. Manley and Clarkson either. Rumors 
were revived that the McKinley sentiment 
in Pennsylvania would sooner or later force 
Mr. Quay to consent to the casting of the 
solid vote of that State for MoKinley 


A Chicago dispatch says that it 18 * 
out there on reliable authority that m. 
C. Whitney, at the recent conference with 
Secretary mont and others in Washing- 
ton, consented to lead the fight at the Demo- 
cratic National Convention for sound money 
and for the nomination of Wm. E. Russell 
of Massachusetts for President,with a West- 
ern man for Vice-President. Whitney has 
already begun his canvass to bring about 
these results, and is pursuing the same tac- 
tics as those by which he so shrewdly man- 
ipulated the Democratio Convention in 1892 
in Mr. Cleveland’s behalf.

The Washington conferences in which Mr. 
Whitney participated were perfectly har- 
monious in their results, and the Adminis- 
tration and its friends are now a unit in 
the endeavor to aid Mr. Ie in nam- 
ing Mr. Russell. While of course they are 
also going to make a determined fight over 
the platform, it is said that they are not so 
anxious about that as about Mr. Russell. 
Cleveland in 1892 made his own platform 
in his letter of acceptance, and it is be- 
lieved Russell can satisfy all demands of 
the hard money men, even if it should oc- 
cur that the national convention declares 
for free silver.

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NAVAL BILL PASSED. 


Finished by the Senate After Several 
Amendments. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 2.—After a 
week’s debate, which has taken a wide 
range, the Senate to-day passed the naval 
appropriation bill. The enti day was 
given up to the subject. A large part of 
the time set apart for general debate was 
devoted to political questions foreign to 
the immediate subject.

Gubstantial progress was made yesterday

NEW YORK, May 2—There is more poli- 
tics than financiering in throwing the 
Times into a receiver’s hands. That move 
was at the instance of a minority of the 
Stockholders as a last resort in their fight 
against a consolidation with the Recorder, 
which is to result in a McKinley organ 
here in this city with a morning and after- 
noon issue, the Recorder having a fran- 
chise for an afternoon paper. Years ago, 


when the Times was Republican, it pros- 
pered. With the advent of Mugwumpery, 
under the control of more or less of the 
present stockholders, it was struck with 
dry rot and has pretty well rotted away. 
The consolidation is expected to save it. 

That the receivership will defeat the 
consolidation is hardly likely. The men 
who are interested in it seem perfectly 
easy. They have filed incorporation papers 
at Albany and perfected an organization. 
The fact that Joe Smith of the Urbana 
(Ohio) Citizen is a director in the new com- 
pany and is one of McKinley's right hand 
men, is significant and explains why the 
minority stockholMers are fighting. 

Mr. Charles R. Miller, the editor and 
publisher of the Times, to-day said that 
the receivership and dissolution proceed- 
ings had been found necessary to carry out 
a certain financial project of the com- 
pany, but the paper would still be published 
as usual and that he would continue to be 
the editor. When asked whether the pa- 
per was to be united with the Recorder, he 
said: “That story is over and is dead.“

A COMMON HABIT. 


“Medicine Cranks” Whe Dose 
Themselves With Drugs. 


In every community there are people 
who may properly be called ‘medicine 
eranks.“ They seem imbued with the idea 
that they must take medicine in one form 
or another most of the time. To-day it is 
a new-fangled liver pill, to-morrow some 
kind of a blood purifier, and the next day 
something for the stomach’s sake. 

This, order of things is kept up until the 


patient’s stomach rebels, causing dyspepsia 
and perhaps infinite suffering. Then he be- 
gins to realize the necessity of consulting 
a physician to obtain relief from an ailment 
which is the result of his own indiscretion. 

There is a great variety of medicine 
cranks. One continually extols the merits 
of “phosphate,” such as now sold at all 
soda fountains. The preparation used in 
most places is a watery solution of pure 
phosphoric: acid. It is an excellent medi- 
cinal agent when properly and discreetly 
used, but of course the crank does not use 
it in that way. 

The next in point of numbers is the cali- 
Saya crank. e calls at his favorite drug 
shop (one would just as well say dram- 
shop, for an ordinary drink of ears 18 
the equivalent in alcoholic strength of a 
good drink of whisky), several times daily 
and takes his dose of medieine.“ The im- 
mediate effect is pleasing, for it is a power- 
ful stimulant. 

After the effect of the alcohol has passed 
off he does not feel so good, and suffers 
from “that tired feeling,” and perhaps he 
has a headache. These symptoms are at- 
tributed to the weather or to something he 
has eaten, when in reality they are due to 
the reaction which usually follows the use 


of alcoholic stimulants.

A MAMMOTH BOOK. 


It Is Written on 729 Marble Slabs, 
Each in a House of Its Own. 


The largest book in the world accord- 
ing to a recent lecture by Prof. Max Mull- 
er of Oxford, is the “Kutho Daw; or The 
Religious Codex of the Buddhists.” It 


is written on marble slabs, 729 in number, 
which it takes a city of pagodas to house, 
for each slab has its own separate house. 

These stand not far from the ancient 
city of Mandalay, once the capital of Bur- 
mah. Contrary to what might be supposed, 
this gigantic work was constructed during 
this century, it being done at the command 
of Mindomin, the second of the last Kings 
of Burmah. — 

Owing to the influence of the tropic rains 
and heat and the falling into ruin of some 
of the brick buildings, the inscriptions are 
becoming defaced. A British official, Mr. 
Ferrars, has petitioned the Government for 
financial aid in order to have these 729 
plates carefully photographed. 

If he fails in interesting the Government, 
he will ask for a popular subsgription for 
the purpose. It was largely for the purpose 
of calling public attention to this unique 
book that Prof. Muller made it the subject 
of a lecture. 

The Kutho Daw is in three parts, or as 
the Buddhists call it, baskets.“ From the 
point of view of the number of words, these 
729 plates of this great codex far exceed 
the Bible and the Koran put together. As 
the Jews estimated that the Old Testament 
contained 59,498 words and 2,728,100 letters, 
so the Buddhists priests have computed 
that the Tripitaka,“ as they call their 
colossal book, contains, written as it is in 
the Pali tongue, 275,250 stanzas and 8,808,000 
syllables. 


‘A SALAMANDER TREE. 


It Grows in Colombia and Bids the 
Flames Defiance. 


In the Republic of Colombia, among other 
natural wonders is found a tree with a 


long Latin name which is truly a vegetable 
salamander inasmuch as it defies fire—in 
fact, thrives under the ordeal. In the 
district of Tolima it is customary once each 
year during the dry season to set fire to 
dry weeds on the pampas that during the 
rainy season might grow so luxuriantly as 
to choke the young, tender and useful vege- 
tation. In the conflagration the most dis- 
astrous effect is produced upon the trees, 
which have gradually disappeared—alil ex- 
cept the one, a part of the name of which 
is rhopala. Small, scraggy and distorted, 
it survives and more firmly establishes it- 
self in localities abandoned by other trees. 
Its resistance to fire is due to its bark, the 
external portions of which are more than a 
half inch thick, and is formed of dead 
cells and fibers. These act as a protecting 
jacket, almost as effective as asbestos, to 
the central and living parts and it is this 

t assures its ever increasi domain. 

e planters of Tolima would gladly per- 
mit the zoological gardens of the world to 
mere the entire crop of these wonderful 
rees.

Another prominent species is the coca 
crank. He is enthtsjastic in his recom- 
mendation of the drug. His favorite prep- 
aration is the wine of coca. This com- 
pound usually consists of claret, sherry or 
other wine, and extract of coca leaves. 
Each pint of the finished product represents 
about one ounce of the crude drug. 

The preparation is a good nerve stimu- 
lant, but that is not sufficient to justify 
the constant use of it as a beverage. The 
cocaine contained in the wine acts as a 
local anaesthetic, and must eventually pro- 
duce a stomach disorder of a serious char- 
acter. va 


The list of popular drugs and compounds 
is long, and each and every medicine has 
its advocates. 

The ever popular sarsaparilla stands at 
the head of this list. It is universally used 
as a blood purifier,”’ although several med- 
ical authorities have asserted that the 
drug has no effect whatever upon the 
blood. 

Another prominent member of the order 
of medicine cranks is the one who must 
have a “spring medicine.“ He will tell 
you that his mother used to give him sul- 
phur and molasses or perhaps sulphur and 
cream of tartar every spring. These med- 
icines he wisely asserts, cool the blood.“ 

Extract of malt is another popular com- 
mag with a devoted following. The old- 
ine preparations of this class are very good 
in the particular cases in which they are 
indicated. Within the past few months 
there has been an immense increase in t 
number of malt extracts in the markét. 
Some of these preparations are good, others 
are bad, while still others may be clagsed 
as indifferent. 

At all events they make a good substi- 
tute for Sunday beer, or perhaps one might 
better say ale, for the alcoholic strength of 
most of these extracts“ is equivalent to

@ S. 

Rather a pronounced variety of the medi- 
cine crank is the one who has a prescrip- 
tion for a vegetable blood purifier,’’ which 
he always takes pains to inform one was 
originally compounded by his or some one 
else’s grandmother. | 

The compound is invariably a decoction 
of dandelion,. sarsaparilla, yellow dock, 
prickly ash, burdock, comfrey and numer- 
ous other roots. 

Still*another and very n subject 
is the mineral water crank. He drinks 
mineral waters with the greatest freedom, 
regardless of the medicinal properties of 
their ingredients. 

This particular crank goes to Saratoga 
during the season. Starting out in the 
morning, he makes the rounds of the dif- 
ferent springs First he takes a glass or 
two of a strong iron water, then he walks 
to the next spring and takes a drink of 
water in which a soda-salt predominates. 
His next drink probably consists of a nat- 
ural solution of still other chemicals. 

When he reaches his hotel he complains 
of a stomach disturbance, which may be 
followed by an attack of acute gastritis, 
ew of a severe form. Sometimes it is 

atal. 

That the waters of Saratoga are valu- 
able from a medicinal standpoint, has been 
proved. That they are capable of causing 
much injury when excessively and injudi- 
clously used by the medicine crank has 
also been proved. 

To treat popular medicines+with dispar- 
agement is not the object of this article. 
It is intended rather for the purpose of 
pointing out the dangers of their con- 
stant and indiscreet use in the hands of

That he may not be considered a Single 
Taxer or an Anarchist, the learned author 
says in the first paragraph of his work that 
it seems to him “unnecessary to speculate, 
as many writers have done, upon the origin 
of the idea of property.

Toilers of the Night in a Big 


YOU 
City’s Lite. 


When the world at large is asleep, thou- 
sands of toilers are turning night into day, 
in order that oYhers may enjoy the pleag- 
ures, luxuries, comforts and necessities 
which modern civilization demands. Lit- 
tle is known of these night workers by their 
more favored fellow citizens. The nature of 
their work, its necessity, and the number 
of workmen, are ma*ters easily considered. 
There are more night workers in St. Louls 
than the town had population in the 20s. 

But for the night toilers modern civiliza- 
tion would be largely a failure. Were the 
curfew to be revived the wheels of progress 
would stop. The world would be ses back a 


hundred years. 
ht tollers, and what are 


Who are these n 
their duties? The list is a long one. Some 


work all night, some half the day and half 
She night, the hours of duty varying with 
the conditions. Take the newspaper work- 
ers on a morning paper, for instance. The 
editors and reporters, as a rule, go to work 
about mid-day, some earlier by an hour or 
two, some later. Some of them complete 
their day's work by 11 o’clock or midnight; 
others must remain until the paper goes 
to press, at 3 a. m. The printers and press- 
men start in late in the day, not before 6 
p. m., and remain to the end. The carriers 
report for duty about 3:30 a. m. Other em- 
—.— of the paper, mailing clerks and de- 
ivery-wagon drivers, are busy preparing 
the mall edition and delivering the pack- 
ages at the station and express offices. As 
one class of workers complete their day’s 
work another class is beginning. 


The morning newspaper would be largely 
an impossibility but for the night tele- 
graph operators and press association 
agents. The press association men are con- 
fined to newspaper work, and a large part 
of the matter handled by the Western 
Union and Postal Telegraph companies are 
newspaper dispatches. They have of course 
numberless private dispatches to handle 
for immediate delivery, besides night-rate 
telegrams for delivery next morning. For 
day rate deliveries a force of night mes- 
sengers, small boys, are kept on duty. The 
fair sex participates in the night work, 
too. Several young ladies may be seen 
nightly on the owl cars between 2 and 3 
a. m., returning home from their duties at 
the telegraph office. 

The telephone company also keeps a night 
force of operators and linemen, the lat- 
ter ready to repair any break which re- 
quires immediate attention. The electric 
light companies have their linemen out 
at all hours, besides their engineers, fire- 
men and other employes whose services at 
— are imperative. 

he army of street cleaners go to work 
about 11 p. m., when the street traffic from 
the theaters about peters out and the 
streets are clearer of vehicles than at any 
time since daybreak. There is kicking 
enough about dirty streets. How. much 
greater kick“ would arise if what cleaning 
— — was done by day instead of by 
n ! 

The postal service has a large number of 
night employes. There are the railway 
postal clerks sorting the mail as they are 
carried at lightning speed through the 
darkness. Then there are the night receiv- 
ing and distributing clerks in the local 
office, and the mail wagon drivers to send 
out and bring in the mail from the night 
trains. 

8 —— 

Night workers on the railroad constitute 
a small army by themselves. They consist 
of engineers, firemen, conductors, porters, 
brakemen, switchmen, signal men, train 
dispatchers, agents, yard men, watchmen, 
wrecking crews when needed, and other 
employes in almost all the departments of 
railroad work. Then in the same category 
come the night messengers and wagon 
drivers of the several express companies. 

Since in these modern days travel goes 
on as freely at night as by day, the hotels 
must have night clerks, — call boys, 
etc., to attend arriving and departing guests, 
and also other guests who keep late hours. 
Then about midnight the scrub women at 
the hotels begin the labors of the daily 
scrubbing and cleaning of the halls, steps 
and rotundas, which must be done by K * 
as it would be intolerable by day. his 
work is completed before breakfast. 

The night force of policemen‘and detec- 
tives constitute an important factor in the 
protection of the lives and property of the 
people. With the police may be classed the 
army of private watchmen who supplement 
the police and have police powers to a cer- 
tain extent. 

Speaking of the night police, naturally

DROWNED M MUD. 


Frightful Death of a Laberer While 
Digging in the Greund.

NEW YORK, May 2.—Richard Conway, a 
laborer, was digging an excavation by which 
to connect a house to the sewer mains. The 
hole was about ten feet deep. Suddenly a 


three-inch water pipe became disjointed and 
the water flooded the hole, washing into the 
excavation all the loose dirt and burying 
the man as in a living tomb.

CENTURY RUNS. 


How Jerry Davis Went to Sleep 
Coasting on His Ordinary. 


Since the advent of the safety bicycle, 
with its gearing and soft tires, which do 
away with concussion, century runs are as 
common as broken world’s records. 

He is a poor novice if after one week’s 
ownership of a wheel he has not gained one 
or more of the Century Road Club’s golden 
bars. 

Even the schoolboys on their toy bicycles 


think nothing of riding 100 miles, and it is 
no unusual thing to see a skirted lady start 
out for her century and finish it, too. 

Ten years ago a century run was some- 
thing that only an unusually strong and en- 
thusiastic wheelman — to undertake. 
The rigid bone-shaking and ungeared or- 
dinary was but a poor substitute or pre- 
8 of the smooth- running safety of to- 

ay. 

The first century run of any importance 
that took place west of the Mississippi was 
what is known among old-timers as “Dick 
Garvey’s century.“ 

It took place in May, 1883. The course 
was to the county Mne and back, 68 miles, 
and then out the Olive street road for the 
remainder of the distance. 

Dick Garvey, who was probably the pio- 
neer wheelman of St. 
of the Tourists. He had about twelve men 
altogether, among whom were Arthur and 
Felix Young, Jerry Davis and Cola Stone. 

The tourists started from the Court-house 
ad midnight.

Over There It’s Skirts That Cause

A whole lot of women, old and young, were 
sitting at the entrance to Forest Park the 
other day, having a real comfortable time 
abusing bloomers, when they were joined by 
a chic girl wearing a skirt which, with 
a very little flirt, would have shown the 
dimples in her knees. They hugged her and 
kissed her and exclaimed over her, until 
finally a tall, strong-looking woman’s turn 
came. 

“I'm not going to let you go until you tell 
me when you landed and what you aredoing 
with such a disgracefully short skirt on,“ 
she said. ‘‘But it’s swell,’’ with a half dis- 
approving look. 

Well, I landed yesterday, and I got this 
skirt in Paris, but I want you to under- 
stand that I didn’t wear it there.

I've been telling 
everybody on the other side how much like 
Parisians we Americans are, but a spin 
through the park and up the boulevard 
convinces me that it is all wrong.

“Cycling has enthralled the inhabitants of 
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BICYCLE DISEASE, 


It Consists of a Restlessness and 
Craving for Action. 


Since bicycling has become 80 popular 
the doctors have discovered various new 
ailments and injurious effects that result 
from riding. The latest investigation by 
a French physician has resulted in finding 
that cyclists are subject to the “vibratory 


habit.“ | 
Unknown to themselves they develop a 
general vibratéry condition of the .body. 


i 
They become Ike a human tuning fork, 
which vibrates at high tension. Dr. 2% 
gave the French Academy of sons e 
results of his observations and since then 
French and English bicyclists have been 
surprised, when they have complained to 
their medical advisers that they felt unu- 
sually restless and could not account for the 
reason, to learn that they had unconscious- 
ly acquired the “vibratory habit.“ The 
medical journals are taking the matter up 
and soon American —— 2 will doubtlessly 
also begin to prescribe for the cure of this 
strange new disease. 

‘Sir Benjamin Ward Richardson read a 
paper on the same subject before the Medi- 
eal Society of London. He found, he said, 
that all bicyclists were not similarly af- 
fected, their natural nervous conditions 
having much to do with the development 
of the disease. Riders who were careful to 
pedal in moderation, and who did not let 
their minds run on bicycles, were free from 
any evidence of the disease. But among 
the enthusiasts he found the vibratory habit 
was rapidly developing. He declared that 
in it lay a menace to the future health of 
thousands of riders who refuse to confine 
their enthusiasm within a reasonable limit, 
The disease is a kind of intoxication for 
movement that is shown in an unconscious, 
or semi-unconscious bearing of the body, 
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Davis fell asleep on his wheel while coast- 
ing down a long hlli just east of Manches- 
ter. 

The day was warm and pleasant and the 
riders plugged along easily and quietly. 
When they reached Manchester on the re- 
turn trip the Young boys and Davis were 
feeling rather sleepy. As they struck the 
incline all feet went over the handle bars 
for a nice easy coast.“ 

The pleasant air and the easy rocking 
of the wheel was too much for Jerry Davis 
and he immediately succumbed to the wiles 
of Morpheus. He went along all right until 
the bottom of the grade was reached and 
his wheel came to a standstill. When he 
woke up he was in the ditch and his wheel 
was on top of him. 

The run was taken in pleasant weather 
and was rather uneventful. All hands fin- 
ished in good shape and voted that they had 
had a very pleasant time. 


A more celebrated and totally different 
century run was that takem by the old 
Ramblers Sunday, Nov. 28, 1886. Indeed this 
particular run was more remarkable for its 
hardships than any ever taken by cyclists 


on safeties or ordinaries. 

As the season would indicate the run was 
taken in winter. December very often sees 
fine weather in St. Louis, but on this occa- 
sion the ground was iron bound by a hard 
frost. The roads were in awful condition. 

The start todx place from the Ramblers’ 


club-house, at Thirty-first and Olive streets 
at 6:20 a4 m. The morning was biting cold 
and as it was scarcely daybreak the cyclers 


' suffered considerably. Fifteen men reported 


to Capt. Bob Lee and fourteen of them fin- 


‘shed. The odd member, Miller, was com- 


pelled to drop out early in the day through 
| the breaking of his wheel. 


The starters in this memorable run were 
Capt. Robert E. Lee, Lieut. C. C. Hilde- 
brandt, Lindell Gordon, E. C. Klepstein, 
(jus Hart, Felix Young, Henry Oellein, W. 
M. Rosborough, A. L. Jordan, Hal Green- 
wood, W. Wylie, O. Brandt, E. McDonald, 
W. E. Miller, G. E. Tivy and O. Westlake. 

The party rode out the St. Charles Rock 
road to St. Charles, arriving there at 8 
a. m. They found the roads in execrable 
Condition. At the crossing of the mud roads 
it was almost impossible to ride, the frozen 
mud was so deep. It wag in one of those 
ruts that Miller broke his Star. 

The party turned around at St. Charles 
and rode back to Rinkel’s, where they oiled 
up. The pace was pretty hot. Bob Lee led 
the little procession and Hildebrandt was 
the whipper in. They got back to town at 
9:40 and started out the Olive street road 
to Creve Coeur. They arrived there at 11:45 
a. m., having ridden forty-six and one-half 
miles over beastly roads in five hours. At 
Creve Coeur they had lunch, bread and but- 
ter. 
At 12:45 they left Creve Coeur and one 
hour later reached Forest Park, having 
ridden 60% miles before dinner. They had 
a plain dinner and started out to Baldwin 
by way of Kirkwood and the Denny road. 

Hildebrandt had a hard time keeping the 
men in line and Hart and Jordan quit cold 
in the park. They returned to the city and 
finished their 100 miles over the streets. 

The wind came up strong in the afternoon 
and greatly interfered with the riders. An 
idea of how strong it was may be gleaned 
from the statement that the tourists had to 
pedal down Solomon's Hill. | 
However, they reached Baldwin at 5 p. m., 
having er seventy-nine miles Ik 
was now dark as — and they had twenty- 
one miles to make. They left Baldwin at 
5:30 p. m. and reached Des Peres at 7. Here 
they took a drink and completed their 
ninety-fifth mile. The remaining five miles 
wer, made up on the way to the club-house. 

The total time consumed on the trp was 
13 mours and 4 minutes. Of this 2 hours 
arsed 20 minutes was spent in rests, making

Paris with a tremendous grasp, and just as 
the female devotee of the wheel takes her- 
self to the boulevard, so do the rank and 
fashion of the cycling world, and many oth- 
ers as well who serve and envy them, con- 
regate in full force in the Bois de Bou- 
ogne. That far-famed park is an ideal 
ground for the cyclist, for the roads are 
well kept and it has many shady avenues. 
Then the streets of Paris are admirably 
adapted to the sport, if a rider is very skill- 
ful, for they are broad and very free from 
dirt, and where wooden blocks are used 
almost as even as an academy floor. 

Women in Paris are not early riders, and 
they do not indulge in early morning spins 
as do the English and Americans. Neither 
do they ride every day of the week. Indeed, 
one may saunter through the avenues of the 
Bois of a week day and be ready to take an 
oath that the fair Parisians are not bicycle 
enthusiasts, for only occasionally will he 
meet a number of girls and women propel- 
ling their machines over the beautifully 
macadamized roads in that easy, graceful 
way they have of doing everything. But 
wait until some warm, balmy Sunday, or 
some popular fete, and such an endless 
procession of cyclists on wheels of every 
known style and make, except loop frames, 
will come and go as will astonish the most 
cynical. Eastertide is the time when the 
cyclist in Paris comes out of winter quar- 
ters, and from that time on there is a mad 
whirr of wheels.“ 


„And do you mean to say that you never 
see a skirt on a wheelwoman in all of those 
crowds?’ an angular creature in a very 
long skirt ventured to interrupt. 

ou know how you women feel when you 
see a pair of knickers on the road?“ re- 
sponded the lately returned. Well, that’s 
the way the natives of Paris feel when they 
see a woman riding ina skirt. Perhaps you 
will see as many skirts in a whole day as 
you could count on your two hands, but 1 
doubt it. It can’t be denied that the French 
wheelwoman is daring in her costume, but, 
all the same, she wears her well-fitting 
knickers with a grace and naturalness that 
ninety-nine times out of a hundred puts to 
flight any idea of vulgarity or masculinity. 
Nearly all ride diamond-frame wheels, and 
many affect down-curved handle bars. 

“Their knickors are generally full—I mean 
gathered full—and they wear a little coat cut 
something like a zouave jacket with big 
sleeves. A Frenchwoman wouldn't be 
caught in a stiff shirt-waist or a sweater. 
Catch her at it! So she wears a colored 
blouse trimmed with no end of lace and 
furbelows. 


“One part of our Paris sister's costume 
not in — with her knickers is her 
hat. She often wears a huge straw hat 
with a regular flower garden on it, a regu- 
lar United States theater hat, on the road, 
and invariably wears a fancy veil. Not- 
withstanding the Parisian’s knickers, there 
is one thing that the much-beskirted Amer- 
ican girl could teach her, and that is to 
dismount. Many French women who have 
been riding a year haven't yet learned to 
do so with any Soares of grace, and the 
way most in vogue is to steer the machine 
into the gutter and come to a stop by plac- 
ing the foot un the sidewalk when there is 
one, or to fall off. But for all that the 
wheelwomen of Paris are fascinating and 
charming, and as for their knickers, they 
make one who wears them feel so free and 
unembarrassed that one cannot walk; one 
skips jubilantly instead.“ 


“How very interesting!" exclaimed a 
plump, ee girl. “I'd tke to try em,“ 
and every thin woman present looked duly 
shocked. 


When ladies ride diamond frame bi- 
ycycies the proper size is a 22-inch frame, with 
Winch wheels, and should be of the best 
make; only such a wheel is found in the 
Royal, for . at Parlin & Orendorff Co., 
Main and Locust, - 
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which becomes especially plain, when great 
steadiness is called for, as for instance, in 
sitting for a photograph. It is shown also 
in an over desire for rapidity of motion, as 
if it were necessary at every moment to 
overcome time and curtail distances by 
labor of an extreme kind. The constant 
impression given is that the sufferer, from 
this general vibratory condition of the body, 
must jump on his wheel and be off, al- 
though the weather and the circumstances 
are not opportune for riding. The whole 
manner bespeaks haste, although there is 
not the slightest occasion for it. 

Sir Benjamin declares that this intoxica- 
tion for motion grows in the mind by what 


it feeds on and keeps the heart under the 


impression that it is always requiring the 
stimulation of exercise. If the devotee of 
the wheel thinks morning, noon and night 
of riding, and the exhilaration of move- 
ment, his heart beats faster. Generally the 
rider is not aware of the influence his mind 
is exerting on this most important organ, 
which after a while feels that its normal 
pulsations are those when the mind is thus 
intoxicated with the thought of motion. 
Sir Benjamin says that it is no false in- 
ference that this craving or desire for 
movement is very much like the craving or 
desire for alcohol, and its effects through 


the heart and circulation are much the 
same in the end. Of course, this intoxi- 
cation is not accompanied by the other 


) serious effects of alcohol upon the human 


| 


system. 

A prominent St. Louis physician when 
seen in regard to the discoveries of Dr. Pe- 
tit and the observation of Sir Benjamin, 
said: 1 fully agree with the views of Dr. 
Petit and Sir Benjamin. Sir Benjamin edits 
a London medical journal. Physicians here 
have from the first advised against excess- 
ive riding, ſust as they would advise that 
stimulants be not used, but I do not be- 
lieve that they realize that a ‘vibratory 
habit’ is acquired, which, as Sir Benjamin 
observes, gpows on at it feeds on. Cy- 
cling has se many good points in its favor 
that many believe that bad effects are im- 
possible from riding a great deal. 

I have noticed in too enthusiastic riders 
a restlessness when not riding. In business 
and at home they exhibited it in a more or 
less degree. Unless riders are warned be- 
forehand of the results likely to follow this 
— desire to be on the move the ‘vi- 
bratory habit’ will take its place among 
other disorders that we are treating now.“

In the bicycle the young man who never 
has been a charmer with the ladies, but has 
always yearned to be, has found a powerful 
ally and a wonderfully effective instrument 
for bombarding thelr hearts. He may not 
win the hearts, but he is absolutely certain 


of getting a life lease on their respect and 
gratitude. The modern bicycle, especially 
the feminine bicycle, offers a 1 — and 
more alluring subject to the “useful youn 
man“ than anything invented since the ol 


heel plate skate. 
With one woman's wieel one you man 
can be useful ofteper and longer and more 


hopelessly than with anything that has been 
invented in the last two centuries. 

In the rink, on the pavement or out on a 
country road the opportunity to be of use is 
ever present, and the wise but ditherto use- 
less youth has become as much of-a neces- 
sity and a part df the oqetoment as the 
monkey wrench and the saddie bags. 

If a bashful young man would wheel his 
way into the hearts of the women let him 


One summer devoted to inflating the 
lungs of a pneumatic ttre should accomplish 
a great deal toward the realization of the 
young man’s dream, that is, if he is not 
carried off suddenly with apoplexy or has 
not developed a compound curvature of the 
spine. If the young man is honestly ambi- 
tious and has a‘little mechanical ingenuity 
besides he can so arrange it that the tire 
shall crave a little forced ozone every four 
or five miles, and nothing brings a keener 
delight to the heart of the young woman 
cyclist than to stand by and watch her 
escort’s complexion turn from scarlet to 
royal purple over a weak lunged tire. 

It is gratifying to her vanity and not 
necessarily fatal to her eseort. Probing 
fog a hidden tack wound is also highly rec- 
ommended. The method, however, has its 
drawbacks. The temptations for a premedi- 
tated felony on the tire is extremely great 
and if practiced frequently is almost certain 
4o result in detection. 

Next to the tire the handle bars probably 
offer the greatest field of usefulness. To 
strike the right elevation is a job for which 
eternity alone offers sufficient time. 

‘hen he has learned the anatomy of the 
wheel it would be well for him to take up 
the bicycle language. A little smattering of 
it will not do. He must be acquainted with 
its most abstruse phrases to be sure of mak- 
ing a lasting hit. The youth who can re- 
mark with no apparent effort: “I cyclo- 
metered forty miles yesterday without 
puncturing a muscle,“ has a tremendous 
advantage over the man who rode forty 
miles yesterday without éxperiencing the 
sightest physical exhaustion. 

When speaking in the bicycle tongue, be 
careful not to injure the feelings or wound 
the pride of a arr § beginner. If she rides 
as though she had breakfasted on green 
apples and cucumbers, do not tell her so. 
If she sits her mount as though she expected 
it to buck the next moment, do not reprove 
her, but rather Dy your own correct at- 
titude set her an example which in time she 
will follow. 

And above all and beyond all, do not 
forget to tell each of them separately that 
their costumes—whether bloomers or bi- 
sected skirts—are more becoming than any 
others you ever have seen. For to show off 
her costume is the primary function of the 
woman bicyclist.

Say that not even raeing commands more 
attenvion than the well-managed tours un- 
der the auspices of the Associated Cycling 
Clubs and the Missouri Division L. A. W. 
Arrangements are almost completed for 
the Pike County tour Sunday, May li, and 
the programme adopted is an improvement 
over previous efforts. H. C. Cake writes 
from Clarksville that the recent heavy rains 
have placed the gravel roads in their very 
finest condit.on, that no new gravel wii 
be placed on the roads until after the date 
of the tour, and that a royal welcome awaits 
the tourists when they enter Clarksville. 

The tour will start from the Palmer 
House, Louisiana, at 8 a. m. sharp, and the 
entire party will be photographed at Drip- 
ping Springs, a romantic spot two miles 
south of Louisiana. The ride will then be 
resumed to Dover, thence to Clarksville, 
where dinner will be serwed at the Collins 
House at 12 o’clock. After dinner an im- 
promptu hill climbing contest will be de- 
cided on Cox Hill, in Clarksville. The tour- 
ists will next ride to Smith’s Mill, which 
lies on a new gravel road, eleven miles 
from Clarksville; thence via Hut?’s to Rock- 
ford, thence to Eolia and back to the Belt 
road, which will be followed to Dover. 
From there the participants will ride back 
to Louisiana. The ride will cover some 
portions of Pike County which have never 
before been visited, and the tour will on 
‘his account be doubly: interesting. 

To date 107 riders have promised fo take 
part, amcng whom are some.of the most 
prominent cyclists of the city, and they will 
help make the tour a memorable one. A 
rumor has gone the rounds that none but 
the besd riders could participate in the 
full programme on account of the long d s- 
tance to be covered. This is a mistake. The 
tour has been arranged to suit the majority 
and scorching will not be allowed under any 
circumstances. A ride of fifty or even sixty 
miles over these elegant roads is just as 
easily accomplished as riding half that dis- 
tance under any other conditions. 

Latest advices from Mexico, Bowling 
Green, Hannibal, Shelbina and Centralia, 
state that the delegations from those points 
will exceed those of last year.

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Suggestions for Getting the Greatest 
Pleasure Out of Country Rides. 


The great majority ot riders who go for a 
run in the country Make a great mistake 
in the selection of a starting point, a mis- 
take which does not permit them to reap 
the full benefit of the jaunt out of town. 


A bicyclist cam employ his time and use 
his wheel to no better advantage than by 
making a trip into the country ag often 
as possible. The objects of the greater 
number of bicyclists are to get exercise in 
the open air aad to divert the mind, both 
of which are obtained on country roads. 

But bicyclists do not get the benefits de- 
sired, as a rule, because they fail to exer- 
cise wisdom in the selection of a starting- 

oint. 

* That applies to those who live in the eities 
and who begin the day’s riding at their own 
doorsteps. They push along over rough 
pavements and over car tracks and are an- 
noyed by all manner of obstacles. They 
are harassed by pedestrians and vehicles, 
and are tired, mentally and physically, by 
the time the open country is reached. The 
result is they do not enter into the enjoy- 
ment of the day and the scenes that lay 
before them with the gest that goes far 
to make the trip pleasant and of benefit. 

The trouble, in such cases, as I have in- 
timated before, les in the fact that the 
day’s riding is begun at the wrong point. 
Of what use is it to ride through the streets 
of the city when the op ortunity for a run 
in the country is at han There are a few 
pleasant roads in town, it is true, but not 
enough pleasure to be had on them to com- 
pensate one for the trouble of getting to 
them. What is more, the good roads are 
crowded, and one has to be constantly on 
the alert to prevent accidents. The strain 
does not improve one's temper, which fact 
detracts from one’s enjoyment. 

As nothing is to gained by riding 
through the eity, the practice may be just 
as well abandoned right now at the opening 
of the season, and a short trip by rail sub- 
stituted. Half an hour's ride in any direc- 
tion takes one into the country. Railroad 
fares are low, the trains are fast. The 
start is made right in the open country, 
and the rider is fresh and in a frame of mind 
to enjoy it all to the utmost. 

e return should be made in the same 
way. Finish the ride at a point where a 
train can be boarded that will bring you 
back to the city, and you will reach home 
with the feeling that you have got the full 
measure of es out ot the day’s 
trip. \.

Last Year the Most Presperous in 
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* 
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St. Louis’ History. 


REALTY DEMAND INCREASES. 


There Were 3,633 Permits and the New 
Nouses Covered 302 Solid Blocks, 
a Frontage of 181,650 Feet. 


The report of the Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Buildings of S:. Louis for the fiscal year, 
which ended April 13, is a revelation to real 
estate owners and agents. It shows a con- 
dition in building which is unprecedented 
in the history of the city. 

There has been a feeling throughout 
realty circles for some time that the past 
year had not been propitious. True, a large 
number of big and little deals have been 


put through, and there has been a con- 
tinuous demand for desirable property, for 
both investment purposes and for imme- 
diate use. 7 

At the same time the feeling has been that 
the year to come would be dull, and some 
of the smaller agents have been bewailing 
their prospects. 

Th fears should be allayed by the re- 

port of the Building Commissioner. 
* His statistics for the year show that the 
character, number and cost of the build- 
ings erected during the past year and up to 
April 12, have been far ahead of any 
previous year in the history of the office. 

According to these figures permits were 
take, out for 3,633 houses. Of these 2,823 
were brick structures and 810 frames. 

Ac ing to the system of computation 
un vogue in the real estate fraternity, it is 
estimated that each of these buildings will 
occupy an average frontage of 50 feet. 

On thet basis there was a solid frontage of 
181, 660 feet built up in St. Louis last year. 

On a basis of 600 feet front to a block that 

would mean that slightly over 302 solid 
blocks of buildings-were constructed in this 
ity between April, 1895, and April, 1896 last 
ear, 
This showing is remarkable, but is in 
frect line with the almost phenomenal in- 
crease that has taken place in the popula- 
tion of the city. 

The census figures of 1890 show there were 
at that time in St. Louis 452,000 people. 

The estimated population of the city at 
the — ent of 1896, according to the 
conservative figures of the Gould Directory 
Company is 611,268, or an increase in about 
five years of nearly 160,000. 


The figures of the Building Commissioner 
showing the value of the improvements for 
which the 3,633 permits were taken out 
are of still greater interest. They show 
that the amount expended in buildings dur- 
ing the year was $14,853,278. 

For the same period of the last fiscal 
year, ending April, 1895, the amount ex- 
pended in buildings was $11,395,650. This is 
an_increase of $3,457,628. 

r the census year 1890 the amount ex- 
ended in this city for new buildings was 
„990, 183, showing an increase in 1896 in the 

value of new buildings of nearly six -mil- 
lion dollars. 

Notwithstanding this increase the year 


1890 was the largest up to that time in 
the history of the Building Commission- 
er's office. 


Such a condition as is outlined in these 
figures shows clearly the future of St. Louis 
from a real estate standpoint. 

The city is spreading out to a most re- 
markable extent in all directions and partic- 
ularly to the south and southwest. 

As rapidly as possible new subdivisions 
are being laid off, and put on the market in 
the shape of building lots at low figures, and 
on easy terms.

They have 

caused a constant demand to exist for 

medium-priced property, as large numbers 

of them have found it to their advantage 
to purchase homes of their own. 

There is every probability that this con- 
dition will be the rule throughout this 
year, notwithstanding the disposition to 
talk poor business shown by some of the 
dealers. 


St. Louls realty has an established value 
that is becoming more stable with each 
year. The natural increase of popula- 
tion which is to be expected will make it 
more and more valuable with each suc- 
ceeding year. 

The increase of population since 189 
amounted to 35 per cent. 

On that basis by the year 1900 the city’s 
population will be 825,212, and in ten years 
from now, or say in January 1, 1906, this 
city will have a population of 1,118,626. 

Such an increase of population will nat- 
urally call for a vast number of new homes 
to accommodate it. 

Under these circumstances it may be ex- 
pected that the city will extend rapidly in 
all directions and that the down town busi- 
ness property will cover a much broader 
area than at present and that it will 
increase in value in a most substantial 
manner. 

There can, therefore, be little justification 
for_talk of poor business and deprecating 
vVi.lues in St. Louls realty circles. 

It is an unalterable law that ground val. 
es must increase with the growth of pop- 
ulation.

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Harrigan Justifies It If the Facts 
as Related to Lim Are True. 


The shooting of young Ed Koch by Offi- 
cer Peter Nelson of the Third District 
yesterday morning raises the old question 
as to the right of a policeman to shoot 
a prisoner who is escaping, and also leads 
to a discusion as to the limits within 
which a police officer may resort to his 
revolver while engaged in the performance 
of his duty. . 

Koch was guilty of a felony. He had 
been arrested by Nelson together with a 
companion, Joe Matthews, with stolen 
property in their possession, He broke from 
the officer and ran. When he refused to 
obey. a command to halt, the policeman 
shot and killed him. 

Chief Harrigan was asked his opinion on 
the action of his man. He declined to ex- 
press a positive one, on the ground that 
he had not been oel plased in posses- 
sion of the facts. He did consent, however, 
to discuss a hypothetical case comprising 
the facts as they appear in this case. 

„From what I have so Far learned,” said 
he, “Patrolman Nelson saw the two boys at 
1 o'clock Saturday morning near ixth 
street and Cass avenue. Their actions 
aroused his suspicions, and he arrested 
them. As soon as they had stopped, he no- 
ticed that they had considerable property 
on them, which was probapiy stolen. 

“Tt was at least fair to presume that it 
was stolen, for what in the world could two 
boys be doing out at that time in the morn- 
ing with the quantity of goods they had 
when Nelson saw them? 

„As I read in the newspapers, Koch broke 
awdy and ran while being led to the patrol 
box. The policergan already had one pris- 
oner to look after. Of course he did not 
want the other one to escape. I am told that 
he called to the running boy to sto and 
when the latter refused to do so he red. 

„Under those circumstances I believe 
Nelson was justified in shooting, whether 
he killed or not. To the best of his knowl- 
edge a criminal was escaping and the 
statutes provide that any means shall be 
resorted to to capture an outlaw. But re- 
member that is only based on what I have 

ard.“

ARD NIAGARA'S ROAR 


The Neise of the Falls Too Loud for 
Ears in New Yerk. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 2.—For the first time 
in history, the roar of the falls of Niagara 
Was distinctly heard in this city yester- 
day. Several persons sat fn the office of 
Engineer Picknell and listened to the rush- 
ing waters over 500 miles away. Mr. 
Picknell carried on a conversation with the 


men handling the big transmitter a few 
feet below the falls. He told them to 
shift the mouthpiece a few feet further 


away, as the roar was too great. Then 
he listened again and smiled. 
“It’s a little strong yet,” he said, but 


you can hear the roar of the water easily.“ 
Bach person present placed a receiver to 
his ear in tu and each imagined he was 
within a few feet of the falls instead of 
in this city. The sound can easily be 
heard, but is not the exact natural tone. 
While one can recognize a voice over the 
wires, there is a peculiarity to it not notice- 
able in ordinary conversation. The roar 
of the water has the same effect. 
There were two great obstacles met witb 
before success was reached. The greatest 
was that when the wind was blowing 
down the river tons of spray was showered 
over the transmitter and this falling on 
the delicate appliance created a noise itself 
which interfered with the experiments. 
This was finally obviated by erecting a 
protection for the instrument. The sec- 
ond obstacle was the fact that the roar 
was too eat. On approaching the catar- 
act one Becomes more or less accustomed 
to the sound of the rushing water, but 
when ushered to a point within hearing of 
it suddenly the effect is almost deafening. 
The same effect is noticeable in listening 
to the roar by telephone. It was zu- 
ciently powerful to be unpleasant, so re- 
ceivers had to be arranged so as to deaden 
the noise. The wire used is the ordinary 
metallic circuit long distance wire.

Cengressman Clark Defends the 
House Committee’s Action. 


MASON AND SAMUEL SCHEME 


Their Measure if Adopted Estimated te 
Gost More and Be Far Inferior 
to Present Metheds. 


Congressman C. N: Clark of the First (Mo.) 
District, member of the Committee on 
Rivers and Harbors, protests that his com- 
mittee has been unjustly criticized in re- 
gard to the appropriations made for the 
Mississippi river from St. Louis to Vicks- 


burg. 

He attributes the criticisms to the solici- 
tude of those interested in the proposition 
of Mason and Samuel, who proposed to 
dredge and keep the channel at.a certain 
width and depth for twenty years at a stip- 
ulated sum per year, 

In other words, they proposed to do the 
work, and do it better than it is now done, 
by the Government, through the Mississippi 


River Commission. 

Mr. Clark, in defending his own and the 
committee's action, says that the Mason and 
Samuel bill was rejected for the following 
reasons: 

„1. Because the depth suggested by them 
ig confessedly inadequate to meet the needs 
of commerce, and the committee did not 
believe that Congress would be justified in 
making a contrac) which might limit the 
people of the Western States for a long 
period of time to so inadequate a channel, 

‘9 Because it was demonstrated by Col. 
Flad that the compensation demanded was 
greatly out of proportion do the work re- 
quired to obtain the proposed results. It 
is true that Mason and Samuel finally 
agreed that if the work was done by con- 
tract it should be let to the lowest bidder, 
but this could better the situation little, 
for competition, owing to the magnitude 
of the work, would be light, and as they 
presumably had carefully worked ouy their 
plans, it ig not to be supposed that they 
would materially reduce their estimates. 
On the other hand, it is certain that in. 
the face of the estimates of Col. Flad. 
the Secretary of War would not approve 
a bid calling for a larger expenditure than 
that named in his estimates. The chances 
are that if a satisfactory bid would be 
obtained at all, it would only be procured 
after repeated advertising for proposals, 
and in the meantime all work would be 
suspended.

REPORTS MADE BY 
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Statistics on Which the Mayor 
Will Base His Message. 


WHAT WE PAY FOR WATER. 


St. Leuis’ Supply Is More Expensive 
Than That of Any Large City 
Save Bes ton. 


Mayor Walbridge Saturday afternoon 
made public a number of annual reports 
received from various city officials which 
are to go into his annual message and re- 
port, which will probably be published in 
June or July. 

The Assessor and Collector of Water 
Rates,. Louis Grund, reports that the af- 
fairs of the department under his charge 
have run smoothly for the year and show 
an increase in the revenue about in pro- 
portion to the natural growth of the city. 

The amount of money received for meas- 


ured water or water used through meters 
and paid for by the gallon, has fallen off 
considerably and shows a regular decrease 
since the fiscal year 1892-93, when it was 
$555,850.50, as compared with $500,443 for the 
year just past. 

The number of meters used during the 
year was 4,092; hydraulic elevators, 
The average daily consumpticn of water in 
the city for the year wal 53,351, gal- 
lous. 

The table showing the revenue per mil- 
lion gallons in the thirteen principal cities 
of the United States shows only one city 
paying more for water than St. Louis, and 
that is Boston, The amounts given in the 
report are: New York, $68; Chicago, $35.92; 
Brooklyn, $56.63; St. Louis, $67.35; Boscon, 
$103.44: Baltimore, $87.16; Cincinnati, $48.69; 
Cleveland, $35.34; Buffalo, $18.97; Pittsburg, 
$55.71; Detroit, $29.22, and Milwaukee, $49.74. 

The total revenue for the year 1896-96 
was $1,310,412.45, as compared with $1,204,- 
253.60 for the year preceding. 


The report of Commissioner of Supplies 
Richardson shows that there were 8,337 
requisitions received in the office and 7,858 
vouchers made out, amounting to 128. 52. 

The report of City Marshal Emil Thomas 
shows that he handled 4287 prisoners for the 
Work-house from the various courts served 
14,694 summonses and caught 7,645 dogs, of 
which 979 were redeemed by the owners 
and 6,666 were killed. 

The Work-house report shows that the 
expenses of the institution were $56,132.28, 
and the earnings, $55,795,.80. The prisoners 
on hand April 1, 189, wer There were 
3.792 received during the ye and 410 on 
hand on April 1, 1896.

And all the men and women merely players; 
They have their exits and their entrances; 
And one man in his time plays many parts.” 


But the Bard of Avon was not the orig- 
inator of that striking thought. He took it 
from Palladus, a Greek poet, who wrote 
— close of the second century, and who 
said:

. will tell you that about all 
the stories of Shakspere’s plays, excepting, 
0 his historical ys, have come 
from the East, centuries back. And most of 
the nursery legends, including Cinderella 
and her slipper, go back to such a remote 
date that history can not trace them. 


While speaking of Egypt let us look at 
some other remarkable facts about that 
country. Glass-blowing was known among 
the Egyptians. A glass bead has been dis- 
covered with the name of Pharaoh of 
the eighteenth dynasty, fully 3,100 years 
old. Operas and plays are of Egyptian or- 
igin. aper was in use among them as far 
back as 2300 B. C. They knew more about 
pens and inks than we usually give them 
credit for. The Greeks made silver and 
other metallic pens, while Latin manu- 
scripts show a great variety of inks—red, 
purple, green, blue, silver and gold. The 
needle is one of the most ancient imple- 
ments of which we have any record. Of 
course, they were not like the modern in- 
strument, though Pliny describes the nee- 
dles of bronze which were used by the an- 
cient Greeks and Romans as very efficient 
articles. It is certain they must have 
been of some account, for neatly worked 
darns and patches have been discovered in 
the cloths used in wrapping some of the 
old Egyptian mummies. A word regarding 
these mummies: They show us that the 
manufacture of cloth enjoys a ripe old 
age. Moreover, its perfection is to-day un- 
approachable. The British Museum has 
many of these mummies whose wrapping 
of muslin is almost perfectly preserved. 
The oldest of the entire collection is -that 
of Mykerinos, or Mencheres, who was King 
of Egypt in what is known to history as 
the fourth dynasty, and who wore his 
tiara 4,000 years before Christ. He has on 
to-day the same well preserved suit of 
clothes in whieh he was buried 6,000 years 
ago. 

Look at China. We speak of the Flowery 
Kingdom as a back number nation.”’ All 
things considered, they are, perhaps, the 
most wonderful people who have ever been 
upon this earth. At any rate, they tower 
above us like the peak of Teneriffe out of 
the ocean. They knew ever so many things 
that we ignorantly attribute to a later date, 
long before Christ was born. Not a few of 
the industrial arts were practiced in that 
country centuries before their introduction 
into the Western world. Gunpowder was 
invented by these heathen, and theirs were 
the first clocks. As far back as 2630 B. C. 
a gentleman named Hwang Fi discovered 
the principle of the clock. About 2000 years 
before Guttenburg invented his movabie 
type and revolutionized the world of letters, 
the Chinese were expert printers with type. 
They were acquainted with the mariner's 
compass long before the Christian era. John 
Kay and Richard Arkwright both share the 
honor of having invented the first spinning 
machine in England in 1760. There is evi- 
dence to show that it was in use 2,000 years 
before. The London Daily News said some 
time ago: “Our Secretary of Legation at 
Pekin writes: ‘I hear of the existence in 
Pekin, as well as at Canton, of large and 
an@ient establishments for the arti@cial in- 
cubation of hens’ and ducks’ eggs.“ Is there 
anything new?’’ Well, perhaps after all, we 
have not invented just everything. 

The modern scientific world has been 
startled to a degree seldom before exper- 
fenced by the truly wonderful discovery of 
the so-called X-Ray. The possibili- 
ties of this wonderful power are 
amazing. But an antiquarian of note has 
dome forward and knocked the romance all 
out of the cathode. He claims that this 
„discovery was known to the Chinese many 
centuries ago. He cites an account of a 
curious Chinese mirror which would reflect

Pliny records that fact., In addition to all 
this, we could show that the ancients were 
familiar with electricity and its uses, and 
that Solomon’s Temple was guarded by a 
system of lightning rods like that which 
made Franklin famous. We could also 
show that ‘chemistry, astronomy, physiol- 
ogy, mineralogy, sanitation, anatomy—all 
the arts and sclences—were, long before the 
Christian era, cultivated to a degree that we 
are but just beginning to reach. 

And now, are you satisfied as to the 
validity of Solomon’s boast?

EMANCIPATION IN EGYPT. 


Slavery a Thing of the Past in the 
Land of the Pharaohs. 


The extension of Egyptian rule now to the 
Soudan would be under conditions vastly dif- 
ferent from those that prevailed when 
Egyptian rule there was brought to an end 
in 1884. At that time the officials were 
Turkish and their methods were Turkish— 
that is to say, cruel, corrupt, oppressive and 
destructive of prosperity. Slavery existed 
in Egypt, and in a worse form in the Sou- 
dan, says the Baltimore Sun. It still exists 
in the Soudan, but under a decree of the 
khedive in November last, enforced by the 
English influence, it has ceased in Egypt. 


Every slave in Egypt may now, if he likes, 
demand and obtain his certificate of manu- 
mission. . 

In the consular reports for March Consul 
General Penfield, Ca'‘ro, writing in Novem- 
ber last, observes that should the Soudan 
and equatorial provinces ever be retaken 
by Egypt there will be hundreds of 
thousands of poor people to whom the ad- 
vent of the Khedive’s Government will be 
as the unlocking of the prison door to the 
captive.” The advent, in short, of Gen. 
Kitchener and his Anglo-Egyptian army will 
mean deliverance and a new social and 
industrial order. The liberated slaves will] 
be stout upholders of the re-established 
Egyptian authority, Administration will be 
under English guidance. Regard for jus- 
tice and humanity, for the first time in the 
history of that part of the world, will char- 
acterize the Government. The predomi- 
nance of a European power in Egypt and 
the abolition of slavery are new factors that 
will tell most favorably on the future of 
the Soudan when recognized. 

The present Government of that region is 
about the worst it has ever had. The Khal- 
ifa is supported: by two or three tribes, who 
lord it over the masses. The principle or co- 
hesion is a gloomy fanaticism helped out by 
a spoils system of a very literal character. 
Large areas have been desolated by the op- 
pressive requirements of the dervishes, who 
plunder and slay without remorse. Popu- 
lation has declined and agriculture is 
checked. The subject races are, it ig said, 
ripe for revolt and a small army from 
Egypt may overthrow the Khalifate. 


Locomotive Without a Firebox. 


In the city of Marseilles, France, a rail- 
road has recently been completed which pos- 
sesses the original featyre that its motive 
power consists of steam locomotives without 
firebox. This peculiar engine was adopted 
in order to effect the passage of a tunnel, 
half a mile long, without development oi 
smoke. The lotomotive consists of a cyl- 
indrical boiler, which is filled with hot water 
under a maximum pressure of 27.5 pounds 
per square inch. At the end of the line the 
pressure decreases to 43 to 70 pounds. The 
water is then heated again to 2083 degrees, 
corresponding to a pressure of 227.5 pounds 
by means of steam produced by the gen- 
erators at the central station. The boiler 
is 10 feet long, 3.8 feet in diameter and 
holds beside 550 gallons of water and 21 cubic 


ators is uniformly distributed through the 
water by suitably arranged pipes. After 
having been used in the cylinders, the steam 
is condensed in a condenser, consisting of 
1,154 pipes, provided over the boiler.

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A Talk With the Slayers of Ber- 
tram Atwater. 


Peter, alias “Cottonhead,’’ Schmidt, the 
callous 17-year-old youth who has been tried 
and convicted of the murder of Bertram 
A. Atwater, the young Chicago artist, is in 
the St. Louis County Jail at Clayton with 


a death sentence hanging over him. 

With a leer on his face and curses on his 
tongue, this youthful highwayman and mur- 
derer heard the verdict of the jury who 
tried him. When the motion for a new trial 
was overruled by Judge Hirzel he dispensed 
with the curses and contented himself with 
casting upon the court a withering glance 
of contempt and in silence walked back to 
his cell. 

“Cottonhead” now realizes the penalty he 
must pay for his awful crime. But he con- 
ducts himself with the same stoicism that 
has marked his conduct since his arrest. 


A Sunday Post-Dispatch reporter was 
admitted to the jail one day last week by 
Sheriff C. C. Garrett, and was permitted to 
talk with Cottonhead. 

It was in the middle of the afternoon 
when the newspaper man entered the jail. 
The prisoners were confined in separate 
cells; and none of them were allowed the 
liberty of the corridor. 


On reaching Cottonhead's cell, a look 
through the bars revealed him — — 


and clad only in a pair of trousers. 
his undershirt was off, and in this scant at- 
tire he was perspiring freely. When Sheriff 
Garrett was asked if he kept all the pris- 
oners locked in their cells all day he said: 

“That ts the only way we can keep them 
at all. If we allowed them in the corridor, 
as I should like to do, we should soon have 
no prisoners. Look here.“ 

And the Sheriff led to the north side of 
the jail and showed where two iron bars 
had been sawed nearly in two.

Foster and two other prisoners. Of course, 
I did not see them doing it, and they will not 
admit it. But there were only four prison- 
ers who had access to this north corridor, 
and it must have been they who did it. 
You see, the bars are cut nearly in two 
and if we had not discovered it just when 
we did they would soon have been at lib- 
erty. 
“They took the steel. springs out of their 
shoes and made saws of them and came 
near effecting their escape. We found a 
half dozen of these saws. his forced me to 
keep them in their cells almost constantly. 
We allow them an hour in the corridor in 
the morning for exercise; a half hour at 
noon and another hour at supper time. We 
watch them constantly. I dislike to keep 
them locked up in the close cells so much, 
but it is the only way we can be sure of 
keeping them.“ 


When Cottonhead emerged from his cell 
he walked out to see who his guest was. 
He responded surlily to the reporter’s greet- 
ing and yawned wearily. His large gray 
eyes stared straight over his questioner. 
After a few commonplace questions he 
was asked what he thought about the find- 
ing of the jury. The reply came:

I didn’t think much 
about it.’’ 

He was then asked if he had given up 
hope and reconciled himself to his fate.

Jail 
and he are old acquaintances, although he 
is only 22 years old.

An Iewa Girl Who Finds Minerals 
With a Divining Rod. 


Clayton County, one of the row of Iowa 
counties bordering the Mississippi River, has 
a wonder and a marvel, a veritable Lady 
of Lourdes,” except that the mysterious 
power in this case is vested, not in a mira- 
cle-working figure, but in the flesh and 
blood of an 18-year-old girl, and that this 


power produces wealth instead of health. 

In other words, if reports from apparently 
reliable sources can be believed, says the 
Chicago Inter-Ocean, ether a mest miracu- 
lous and incomprehensible power is pos- 
sessed by. this young girl, a power to dis- 
cover bodies of any precious metal within 
200 feet of the surface of the earth, and to 
mark out with nearly mathematical exact- 
ness the track of the ore-bearing vein, ora 
hoax of exceeding deceptiveness has been 
played on the majority of old miners in that 
region, and the ‘‘fake’’ that can deceive an 
old lead miner into credulity must be a very 
effective and skillfully planned piece of 
work. 

Clayton County is one of half a dozen Iowa 
counties that, some fifty or sixty years ago, 
was stricken with the curse of lead mining. 
The epidemic has pretty well burned c‘tseif 
out by this time, but its virulence is well 


covering the once smooth surfaces of hill 
and gravel and the general invalided and 
debilitated expression given to the whole 
county by great piles of yellow clay and 
gravel. Lead, or mineral,“ as t is univers- 
ally called through this country, has’ been 
found in considerable quantities, and within 
the memory of the present generation rich 
enough ore bodies have been discovered to 
satisfy the moderate desires of an Iowa 
farmer. 

The ground has been worked over and 
over so often that an impartial observer 
would probably decide without much hesi- 
tation that further “‘prospecting’’ for min- 
eral above the water line, while pleasant 
in some degree, could hardly be classed as 
among profitable employments. Clayton 
County miners think differently, for the 
mining fever once- bred into a man rarely 
works itself out. Every spring, as regularly 
as the frost comes out of the ground, two, 
or at the most three, of the old miners 
Start out together and begin again their 
tireless search for that vein, fabulous in its 
richness, which they know with a faith that 
brooks no argument, underlies some part of 
the county. 

Sometimes a shaft pays expenses, more 


to pay a fair return ror the time expended 
on it by its discoverers, and a Clayton 
County man’s time is not over and above a 
very moderate value. Usually the shaft ends 
in a water-flooded opening or is discon- 
tinued. after months of fruitless labor 
with pick, shovel and windlass.In any case, 
thére is no diminution in the zest of the 
Search. Every fruitless effort is but an- 
other step on the road which sometime will 
lead to the hidden treasure. Every profit- 
less locality, whose grim barrenness is dis- 
Closed at the cost of hard manual labor, 
ut narrows the territory in which must lie 
as an cought treasure. 
as in this locality two or three years 
ago that either a marvelous and 1 
psychic power or a colossal fake“ was de- 
veloped through a Miss Mary Schuler, a girl 
about 18 years old, and born and bred in 
Clayton County. It Was at about that time 
that her seeming ability to locate“ mineral 
by a method akin to “dousing’’ was first no- 
ticed. Now dousing“ is something that no 
miner doubts any more than he doubts the 
existence of a “big lead.“ What it is he does 
not pretend to say, and “dousing’’ conveys 
to him a more éxact idea of the method than 
of underlying psychic facts of theories. 

In a nutshell his dea is this: Certain in- 
dividuals are born with the power of “lo- 
cating’’ mineral or water in crevices by 
means of a forked stick. The fortunate in- 
dividual, when the spell is on him, can pick 
Up any dry forked stick and locate a crevice 
down to fifty or sixty feet in depth. 

The modus operandi is as follows: The 
operator takes a dry forked stick and grasps 
an end firmly in each hand, leaving the fork 
free to vibrate. On passing over a crevice 
the stick will “whip” or vibrate rapidly and 
will continue to do so until the crevice is 
passed. Mineral is all through the lead 
country found in crevices and the service of 
@ first-class “‘douser’’ of recognized integrity 
is always in demand. 

The only explanation given by the be- 
lievers and miners is that by some strange 
means a stream of air comes up from the 
crevice and strikes the rod, causing it to 
vibrate. This, of course is rather unscien- 
tifle and woulda hardly be indorsed by a ma- 
jority of miners, but it is generally given as 
a sufficient answer to an inquisitive ten- 
derfoot, The wonderful possibilities of the 
term “psychic phenomenon” have not as 
yet reached this region.

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a large part of the adult population with 
a passable excuse for loafing around the 
hills waiting for the power to strike them, 
it being generally conceded that it rarely 
strikes a workingman. 

The family of Miss Schuler has for years 
borne the reputation of possessing this 
power to a marked degree, but all their 
ability, if rolled into one, could not com- | 
pare with what is credited to this, the lat- 
est possessor. They have only been able 
to locate crevices, like other dousers, 
and the crevices contained water about as 
often as they contained mineral. Mary 
Schuler claims to locate not crevices, but ore 
bodies. Incredible as this seems, her 
statement and a wager of some hundred dol- 
lars that she can point out the location of 
any considerable amount of hidden metal is 
as yet untaken. 

Miss Schuler’s father rarely permits her 
to show her abilities, but some weeks ago, 
in the presence of a few visitors, she suc- 
cessfully performed the following tests: A 
sack of 100 silver dollars was drawn from 
the little county bank by one of the visitors 
and the coin was laid in the shape of a 
triangle on the ground floor of the house 
and covered with planks. Miss Schuler 
was taken up to the floor above and 
asked to locate the metal. In fifteen min- 
utes a triangle was chalked out on the 
bare floor, under her directions, which was 
found to correspond exactly with the 
space occupied by the buried coin. 

A quantity of metal was then hidden un- 
der three or four of a great number of 
packing boxes, arranged to form a plat- 
form, and she successfully picked out the 
box every time. 

This marvelous power, she claims, is not 
confined to metals alone. Oil, coal and other 
non-metallic products are also easy to lo- 
eate, and a report of this reached the oil 
fields of Ohio, and a special agent was sent 
out to investigate it. He reported to the 
company that it would pay them to furn- 
ish traveling expenses for Miss Schuler 
to and from Ohio in order that a more 
thorough test might be made. 

In Clayton County itself mineral has been 
located time and again in supposedly impos- 
sible localities. It has been located in “a 
north and south” crevice, and no one but a 
tenderfoot would ever look for a good pocket 
in an thing but an “east and west; yet this 
‘north and south,” followed down solely on 
the recommendation of the divining rod, and 
against the advice of the most experienced 
miners of the county, resulted in one of the 
richest finds ever known in Clayton County.

OLDEST STORY OF 
HUMAN ADVENTURE, 


The “Tale of Sauchat, an Old 
Egyptian Papyrus. 


The story that follows is the oldest tale 
of adventure in a part of the world which is 
now attracting a great deal of attention— 
the Soudan and the Nile Valley.

A Strange Race Whe Chatter and 
Chirrup.

People who talk like birds, who whistle 
and chirrup in their speech, with notes 
varying from those of the wren to the harsh 
guttural of the cockatoo—a tribe of such 
people has actually been discovered by Dr. 


Franz Boaz. 

He was the first white man to locate these 
chirruping savages, which he did near the 
boundary between Alaska and British Co- 
lumbia, though many travelers have heard 
them ken of by-other Indians. Once a 
tribe of some importance, ohly about twelve 
individuals now survive, and they are per- 
8 fugitives—hunted like wild beasts, in 

ct, and sessing no permanent homes. 

It has long been a practice, among the 
coast Indians of Alaska, When @ chief died, 
to go and kill a few of the Tag@tsowt—as the 
people who talk like ‘birds e called—the 
object being that the chief might have 
servants to wait on him while on his way to 
the aboriginal Paradise. In the course of 
time the pursuit of this good old custom 
greatly reduced the number of the Tsut- 
sowt, and the latter during the last fifty 
* being too few to fight, have been 

ept continually on the jump. The last of 
them would have been killed some time 
ago but for the fact that they have re- 
treated to the highest mountains, where 
they live chiefly by hunting marmots. These 
little animals dwell among the rocks, and 
may often be seen sitting erect at the 
mouths of their holes, whistling shrilly. The 

sutsowt capture them by means of “‘dead- 
fall’ traps set at the hole mouth. 

Dr. Boaz had much trouble-in finding 
these people owing to their mode of life. At 
length he came upon a Tsutsowt boy, and, 
obtaining his confidence, was introduced to 
other members of the tribe. The bird-like 
language of which he had heard so much 
appeared to owe its peculiarity to an ex- 
traordinary richness in sibilant and guttur- 
al sounds. When spoken it had actually a 
r* likeness to the chirruping of 


— 


The Tsutsowt tribe formerly consisted of 
two clans, and among them the common 
aboriginal law against marriage within the 
clan was rigidly enforced. That is to say, 
no maiden could take a husband from her 
own clan, or vice versa. But now one of 
the clans has been wholly wiped out, not a 
single member surviving, and on this ac- 
count the men have taken wives within the 
last few years from the Nass River Indians 
of Northern British Columbia. Once a 
year they come down from the mountains 
and spend a fortnight with the Nass River 
peep. in order to see their wives’ folks. It 
s an odd fact that the Tsutsowt are hunt- 
ers exclusively, whereas all other tribes in 
their region are fishermen.

There are a number of queer fish in the 
waters of the California coast, veritable 
freaks of the finny tribe. The greatest pe- 
culiarity is in the number of viviparous 


young alive. Of these there are more than 
thirty varieties of the rock cod—which, by 
the way, is not like the cod at all-and al- 
most as many varieties of the surf perch. 
The accompanying illustration shows a 
few of the queerest fish on that coast, of 


which F. S.“ in the San Francisco Exam- 
iner gives an interesting account. The most 
remarkable perhaps is the remora, or suck- 
ing fish. This chap sticks closer than a 
brother or a porous plaster. It has a suck- 
ing disk on top of its head, and it is a suck- 
er in more ways than one. It never knows 
enough to let go, and will allow itself to 
be torn to pieces before it will relinquish its 
hold. The only use the remora has for its 
sucking apparatus is to enable it to get 
free transportation. It is the Weary Willie 
of fishes. As it cannot ride on the trucks 
of a fast freight like the human hobo, it 
does the best it can, and fastens on to any- 
thing that comes along, whether fast or 
slow, animate or thanimate, a whale, a tur- 
tle or the keel of a ship is all the same to 
the remora. So it can be carried some- 
where, anywhere, without effort of its own, 
it is perfectly satisfied. The natives of 
Zanzibar use the remora for bait. They 
turn one loose with a line attached to its 
tail; the remora fastens on to the first fish 
that comes long and the natives haul in 
the catch. Some old chronicles of the time 
of Columbus speak of the same custom 
being in vogue on the coast of Cuba. The 
ancients had a superstitious idea that these 
fish stopped the largest vessels, and Pliny 
makes reference to this. 

The pipe fish might be looked upon as 
the product of a pipe dream, but it is not. 

The pipe fish is interesting on account of 
the male fish being provided with a brood 
pouch, After the female lays the eggs the 
male transfers them to his pouch, where 
they are hatched and retained some time 
after till they are able to shift for them- 
selves. 

The puff fish does not extend its range so 
far north as San Francisco, being found 
on the Southern California Coast. When 
drawn from the water it inflates its body 
round as a ball. Specimens of this fish are 
very common in curiosity shops, 

Another cfirio is the sun fish, so called, 
from its habit of floating on its side on 
the surface of the water and basking in the 
sun. Sun fishes grow to a large size, some- 
times reaching the weight of 800 pounds.
